FROM WASHINGTON.

The Asiatic Fleet — Advices from Admirad
Hownn. ;

8peciol Despateh to The Beening Telegraph.

Wasnisaron, Feb, 5.—The Navy Dopartment
has recelved despstchea from Rear-Admiral 8.
U, Rowan, commanding the Asiatio floet, dated
as lale a8 Decomber 13, He was then in his flag-
ship, the Delaware, at Hong Kong, having
arrived there November 17, from the coast of
Japan,

He reports the distribution of his fleet as fol-
lows: —Ouolda, Commander E. P. Willlams, at
Hiogo; Monocacy, Commander E. P. M. Cenen,
at Nagasakl; Ashunelot, Commander B. B. Tay-
lor, at Yokohama; and the Idaho, Lieutenant C.
M. Anthony, at Yokehama. The Iroguols, Com-
mander R. 8. Lane, salled from Houng Kong
November 2ith, for Norlolk, Virginia. She has
~on board a part of the erew of the Unadilla,
lately sold, some sick and prisoners, and as
many officers returning home as the steernge
conld aceommaodate,

The Manmee was sold at Hong Kong on the
15th of December. Just before leaving Japan
Rar-Admiral Rowan visited Osaka In the Bela-
ware. On arriving off the river the fort was
saluted with twenty-one guns and promptly re-
turoed, A sslute was algo given and returned
to tha Vice-Governor, who wns sent by the Gov-
ornor to eall on the Admiral,

The next day (eome time in November) he
proceeded with his staff to Aeaka, was saluted
In paesing the fort, recelved at the landing by a
guard of honor, escorted to the residence of the
United States Vice Consunl, was called upen by
the Governor and other high officials, and in-
vited e a Japanese dinner.

Two Government barges were provided for his
accommodatlon. Tn compauny with the Gover-
nor ke visited the castle of the Tycoon, once a
maguificont stronghold, but now in roins from
the effeeis of fira. Dinner was served in the
Goyernment ‘Tgensury bullding, the Governor
and two Vice-Govoernors being present, The
Goernor having expressed s wish to vislt
Hiogo, passage was extended to him In the
Delaware, and he was landed with the eustom-
ary honore.

Rear-Admiral Rowan forwards with his de-
spatchés nn interesting report from Commander
Taylor, of the Ashuelot, from which the follow-
ing i& an (extract:—On the 4th of November the
Japnnese autborities anluted Mr. D. E. Long,
the United States Minizter resident, with fifteen
guns. From the fort at Kanagawa the Ameriean
flag was displayed.

The salute was returned by the Ashnelot, the-
Japanese fing at the fore. On the 10th, by pre-
vivus arrangement, the Minister, ex-Minister,
and their snites were roceived on board the
Ashuelot, and conveyed to Yeddo. The cus-
tomary salutes were exchanged at Jeddo between
the Ashuclot and the forts and a Japanese man-
of-war.

On the 11th the new minister had an audience
with the Mikado, sud General Van Valkenburg
presented his letter of recall, On the 12th the
Ashuelot returned to Yokohama. On the 20th
of November the colors of the Ashuelot were
al hall-mast, snd ffteen minute guns fired ab
noon in memory of the late Secretary of War.
